WASHINGTON — - Four days.into a 
portial government sfiutdown, President 
Clinton and Republican congressional 
leaders launched an extraordinary effort 
Tuesday to nail down a seven-year, bal- 
anced-budget accord before the dawn of 
the hew year. 

After a two-hour Oval Ofilce meeting, 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich said a ib!- 
low-up session with the president was set ‘ 
for today. GiVen continued progress at that 
time, he said, “Wc'I] talk about" legisla- 
tion to reopen the government, mired in its 
second shutdown of the year. 

“We want to get it done by the end of. 
the year; we want a balanced budget over 
seven years," Senate Majority Leader Bob 
Dole said, at a news conference in the ' 
Capitol. 

yice President Al Gore affirmed the ad- 
ministration’s commitment to the talks, al- 
though he stopped short of saying there 
was a New Year’s deadling. “If it is pbssi- 
blc to conclude it" by then, the While

Clinto.n last month vetoed a GOP bal-

hard on key domestic programs. The two 
sides are scanned by a wide gulfon key 
issues such as tax cuts, Medicare, Medi- 
caid, welfare, and virtually the entire range 
of goyemment programs, in a budget dis-

• Cineraria. This is the plant you 
probably know least, but it is gener- 
. ally avaiIabIe>around Christmastime 
. and into the new year. 

It requires little care besides 
besides watering and should be con- 
sidered-a temporaiy decoration. In. a 
cool environment, cinetbria shourd - 
flower for about six weeks'. Then, 
like the poinsettia and cyclamen, ir 
should be tossed out. 

Because its flowers are shaped 
like daisies, cineraria may remind 
you of summer, and its 'colors ' ' 
fnclude some vivid reds, blues and 
purples that ate hard to find' in cut 
flowers 'and house plants this time of 
year. Cineniria also comes. in pink, 
mauve and white. Keep the plant 
cvenly-moist and place it in as coo! a 
spot as possible to stretch its bloom 
life. 

A maximum temperature of 65 • 
degrees is about perfect for cineraria 
ih the daytime with a drop to 45 to'

wont b more sedate, more reserved 
Christmas plant than poinsettia. 
That’s why the chiysonthcmum, the 
star of autumn, roils back in 
December. But this time, it comes in 
snow white and other cheerful colors 
such as pink, yellow and bronze, 
gaily dressed in foil and ribbon. 

Chrysanthemums rank among the 
easiest of plants to tend; just don't

wilt and deteriorate. A wcll-carcd- 
for potted cbrysanthehium should 
look good about three weeks, proba- 
bly longer. The two things thol really 
help ore regular watering and regular - 
application of a diluted house-plant 
fertilizer. 

• Cyclamen. This one will keep 
you in flowers until spring ifyou can 
meet its requirement of very cool 
temperatures: a night drop to. 
between 40 and 50 degrees and a 
daytime temperature between 68 and 
72 degrees. Like the chrysanthe- 
mum, it must be watered regularly 
and evenly and fertilized routinely. It 
will, reward you with red, pink or 
whilb flowers through the darkest of 
winter days. 

* Christmas cactus. Christmas ' 
cactus, whose leaves look liked cac- 
tus and whose tubular flowers with 
small frills come in white as well ~~ 


bloome r, .even if neglected through 
the summer. 

Whether you have a new op old 
one, keep the flower buds from 
falling off by putting the cactus' 
where the night temperature stays 
wder 60 degrees (but above freez- 
ing). It’s also essential to keep the 
soil-evenly moist by neither overwa-'"' 
tering nor underwotering. 

• Jerusalem cherry. Put this plant,

When the 
trumps behaved, South had an 
easy route to 'winning 12 tricks. To 
guarantee the slam, he should 
.draw the last trump and lead a 
low club toward dummy's Q-J. 
When West discards, East cap- 
tures an honor and leads a heart 
South ruffs, leads to dummy’s re- 
maining club honor and picks tip- 
East’s dub 10 via a finesse. Then 
he discards a diamond on dum- 
my's longclub and the diamond fi- 
nesse is unnecessary. Had West 
held four dubs, It wouldn’t matter. 
South would lead twice toward 
dummy’s Q-J and West would win 
only one dub trick. 

What did the actual declarer ' 
do?- After cashing dummy’s.ace . 
and queen of trumps, he careless- 
ly went for the overtrick by pass- 
ing dummy’s club queen! East 
ducked,. West ruffed and now the 
slam could no longer be made. 
East’s K-lO-6-of clubs over dum- 
my's jack ensured one more de- 
fensive trick and the slam suf- 
fered one down. 

Losing a slam In search of a 30- 
point overtrick is one of the worst 
of crimes. And it happened at a 
World Championship!
